Carl Barks is, without any doubt. The 
Duck Man of the Comic Books, and one 
should expect his name to be a household 
word all over the world. But like most 
funny animal artists, he was not allowed to 
sign his work, and, therefore, the majority 
of his innumerable admirers know Barks 
only as The Good Artist. 


Under Barks’- guidance, Donald Duck grew 
from an aggressive cartoon prankster into a 
tragicomic hero representative of our 
times. Barks also created such wellknown 
figures as Uncle Scrooge McDuck and 
Gladstone Gander. When he retired in 
1965, Barks could look back on over 300 
short stories with the Ducks, ranging from 
slapstick romps to openly moralizing tales. 
From his fertile pen flew such classic epics 
as Luck of the North, The Golden Helmet, 
Only a Poor Old Man, and the famous Lost 
in the Andes, better known as the Square 
Egg Story. 


Barks’ Duck tales are well known, and 
many of them are available in cheap comic 
book reprints, or in—unfortunately 
mutilated or censored-— hardcover editions. 

But during the forties Barks also drew 
thirty-three stories, whose funny animal 
characters did not belong to the Disney 
menagerie, and these stories are known 
only to a handful of scholars of Comic Art. 
They deserve far better. Especially Barney 
Bear and Benny Burro are funny master¬ 
pieces in their own right, and an insep¬ 
arable part of the Barks canon. 


To the discerning reader, moreover, these 
stories offer fascinating parallels to the 
Duck universe. Barney, just as the early 
Donald, is boisterous and constantly bites 
off more than he can chew. And Benny 
Burro’s mixture of levelheadedness and 
pranksterism—doesitnot recall thenephews’ 
personality during the early forties? 

These stories have never been reprinted 
before, and, up to now, have been 
available only to collectors who could 
afford to spend a small fortune for the rare 
original editions.
